partment in resuming the stalled 
investigations of labor racketeer- 
ing in the St. Louis area, the 
Post-Dispatch learned today. 


Austin P, Leland, foreman of | 


the first grand jury, which was 
held over for further duty after 
indicting 15 labor leaders on 
racketeering charges, wrote to 
Brownell last Tuesday: 

“The St. Louis Chamber of 
Commerce and the St. Louis 
Crime Commission are deeply 
concerned regarding this situa- 
tion and, quite frankly, those 
of us who have served con- 
scientiously for 15 months now, 
are feeling quite let down at 
the way our intensive investi- 
gation of last spring and sum- 
mer has fizzled out.” 

The jurors feel, Leland told 
Brownell, that “we have de- 
veloped a pattern here which 
can go a very long way toward 
cleaning up these insidious ex- 
tortion and racketeering prac- 
tices which are becoming more 
prevalent all over the country 


and we sincerely believe that 


it is imperative at this point 

that, as the Post-Dispatch says, 
‘the second act begin’ as soon 
as possible.” 

United States Attorney Harry 
Richards and Tom E. DeWolfe, 
assistant attorney general who 
is in charge of prosecuting the 
racket cases, prepared a letter 
today signed by Elmer C. Carl- 
isle, foreman of the second 
grand jury, asking for two more 
ee to help in the investiga- 

on. 

New Charge by Moore. 

The letter was prepared .on 
instructions from the Carlisle 
grand jury, which was given a 
new charge yesterday by Judge 
George H. Moore, who expressed 
great disappointment at the fail- 
ure of the Justice Department 
to press the inquiry. 

Judge Moore himself had 
asked Brownell to give District 
Attorney Richards more help 
and more support. Nothing came 
of this request, however. 


In a conversation with a Post- | 


Dispatch reporter yesterday, 
Richards, a Republican, said it is 
the apparent policy of the Eisen- 
hower Administration to turn 
over to the states many prob- 
lems heretofore handled on a 
national level. 
did not know whether this will 
include the “fight against or- 
ganized crime.” 

He expressed the opinion it 
would be “much easier” for the

For 1951, it was alleged, 
he reported net income as 
$8022 and tax due $1642, when 
his net income actually was 
$12,656 and the tax $3264. 

In another indictment Charles 
A. Mills, former St. Louis dis- 
trict manager for the Ford Motor 
Co., was charged with atempted 
evasion of $2046 in income taxes 
for 1948. 

A joint return for himself and 
his wife, signed by Mills, listed 
net income at $18,066 and tax 
due $3489, when in fact the in- 
come was $24,578 and the tax 
$5535, the indictment said. 

Named in Tax Liens. 

Dillon, 76 years old, was 
named .in federal income tax 
liens totaling $7683 for 1949-51, 
filed here by the Internal Reve- 
nue Bureau Oct. 3, 1952, Last 
January Dillion filed a petition 
with the United States Tax Court 
in Washington, contesting a 
$6695 tax deficiency assessment 
against him for the same years. 

The bureau's tax claim set out 


| that he had understated his in- 


come and claimed excessive de- 
ductions. The unreported income 
was listed as gambling winnings. 
The assessment included taxes 
of $4463 and a 50 per cent fraud 
penalty amounting to*$2232. 

Dillon is a friend of former 
President Truman and was his 
St. Louis campaign manager 
when Truman first ran for the 
Senate in 1934. He also is a 
friend of former Internal Rev- 
enue Collector James P. Finne- 
gan, now under two-year prison 
ee for misconduct in of- 

ce. 

He served as attorney for for- 
mer Sheriff John F. Dougherty, 
St. Louis representative of the 
Chicago Capone interests. 
Dougherty was sheriff from 
1941 to 1945 and now is chief 
clerk for the magistrates’ courts. 

In 1951 Dillon’s application 
to practice before the Treasury 
Department was rejected be- 
cause of an “unfavorable re- 
port,” based on an investigation 
by the St. Louis office of the 
Internal Reyenue Bureau's in- 
telligence unit 

Dillon did not press the ap- 
plication further and insisted he 
had withdrawn it before the re- 
jection, but department files 
disclosed no record of the with- 
drawal. 

$10,000 Fee in Paroles. 

In 1948 Dillon received a 
$10,000 fee for his activities in 
helping get paroles for four 
Capone gangsters—Louis (Little 
New York) Campagna, Paul (The

The case of Lee B. Schu- 
macher, charged with perjury 
— obstruction of justice, was 
expected to go to a jury today 
in the court of United ‘States 
District Judge Rubey M. Hulen. 
. Arguments were concluded 
shortly before: 1 p.m., with 
Robert H. Purl, special assistant 
to the United States Attorney 
General, and Assistant United 
States Attorney W, Francis Mur- 
rell reviewing Government tes- 
timony and Daniel Bartlett 
speaking for the defense. 

Instructions from the court 
were scheduled for early after- 
noon, with the case then going | 
to the jury. The trial is in its 
tenth day. 

Purl gave a detailed analysis 
of the Government's case pre- 
sented last week, discussing each 
point of the six-count indict- 
ment. 

Bartlett attacked the credi- 
bility of prosecution witnesses 
and declared that “hasty or 
careless testimony,” of the kind 
he said had been given by 
Schumacher to a grand jury, 
was not a proper basis for per- 
jury charges. 

Murrell, in the Government’s 
closing argument, pointed out 
Schumacher’s disagreement with 
the long string of prosecution 
witnessesses and remarked that 
“everybody seems to be out of 
step but Schumacher.” 

S:° -nacher, Kirkwood metal- 
lurgist, promoter and friend of 
politicians, concluded his testi- 
mony yesterda, af‘. ~- three days 
on the witness stand. The only 
other defense witnesses were his 
wife and George Bolz, dredging 
contractor an. former business 
associated of Schumacher, who 
testified in support of various

Explains Statements. 

Schumacher's defense consist- 
ed mostly of lengthy explana- 
tions of sworn statements he 
made to Internal Revenue agents 
and to the grand jury which in- 
dicted his one-time associate, 
former Internal Revenue Collec- 
tor James P. Finnegan, now un- 
der a two-year prison sentence 
for misconduct in office: 

It was Schumacher’s | state- 
ments in the Finnegan investiga- 
tion that led to his indictment 
on five perjury counts. A sixth 
count charging obstruction of 
justice grew out of alleged ef- 
forts to persuade an associate, 
H. G. S. Anderson of Muskogee, 
Okla., to destroy certain letters 
referring to Finnegan. 

The Government alleges that 
Schumacher, Finnegan, Ander- 
son, William M. Boyle Jr., for- 
mer. Democratic national chair- 
man, and others were associated 
in a scheme to buy the $33,000,- 
000 war surplus Nicaro nickel 
plant in Cuba. 

As part of the scheme Schu- 
macher and Bolz were alleged 
to have tried to persuade the 
May Department Stores Co., 
which owns Famous-Barr, to 
hire Boyle as counsel in its 
$10,000,000 income tax claim 
against the Government. A legal 
fee of $1,000,000 would go as a 
down payment on the Nicaro 
plant, it was alleged.

He 
pointed out that, at his instiga- 
tion, a 10-man cross-sectional 
press group accompanied the 
President in the White House 
group in last week’s air raid 
drill in Washington. 

He called attention to the ex- 
ecutive order of last week which 
removed “classified” status from 
do:uments of 28 agencies, in- 
cluding such offices as the In- 
dian Claims Commission, the 
Commission of Fine Arts and 
the Smithsonian Institution. 
For 16 other non-sensitive 
agencies, the agency head alone 
can declare a document classi- 
fied, Hggerty pointed out. 
“This goes into effect Dec. 15, 
but don’t expect all the thous- 
ands and thousands of docu- 
ments classified over the years 
to become available at once,” he 
warned. 

“Stamp-happy” officials have 
been wont to place so many 
“secret” and “confidential” 
stamps on documents that “I 
could hardly make out the text 
of the written matter on the 
page,” Hagerty said. News gath- 
ering agencies were consulted in 
the drafting of the executive 
order, he noted. 

Differs With Resolution. 
The President's press liaison 
man took exception ,to the 
language of a resolution of the 
fraternity’s executive council 
calling for less censorship of 
Government news. Preservation 
of the nation’s security requires 
that proceedings of sensitive 
agencies remain restricted, he-~ 
declared. 

“We might as well ask the 
Russian news agency to sit in 


‘on secret conferences” if all in- 


formation were made available, 
he commented. 

Hagerty now holds two press 
conferences a day, instead of 
one, to “give a break” to re- 
porters for afternoon and morn- 
ing papers alike, he said. The 
President’s appointment sched- 
ule now is announced a day in 
advance, he added. 
“Catch-as-catch-can” meetings 
with congressiona] leaders have 
been supplanted by regular 
Monday meetings with leaders 
in a formal conference in Hag- 
erty’s office, and the press gets 
a detailed report on such meet- 
ings, he said. 

Hagerty told a questioner he | 
thinks the President should talk 
to the press once a week, and 
said be had done so in recent 
weeks. oe 

His question period produced 
other points of information: 
Televised press conferences, 


once promised and later aban-

Acceptance of the Communist 
dictatorship in China means ac- 
ceptance of Red China’s claim 
to be the dominant power in 
Asia, he warned, while rejection 
carries with it the threat of get- 
ting bogged down in China. 

Lieberman, a native St. Louis- 
an who joined the staff of the 
New York Times in 1937, said 
the Chinese Nationalists have 
improved “quite a lot.” He ex- 
pressed the opinion that the Na- 


U. tionalists could be landed and 


maintained on the Chinese coast 
if the United States were willing 
to take the risk of a clash with 
Russia. 


“Few people I have talked to 
believe there will be a genuine 
peace in Korea,” he continued. 
“They regard the current period 
as a pause in which the Chinese 
Communists can build up their 
strength.” 

Time is on the side of Red 
China, he said, declaring that 
the Communists are strengthen- 
ing their armed forces and have 
started a program of building 
up heavy industry for military 
production.

Ex-Collector’s Lawyer

James P. Finnegan, former

The appellate court acted after 
the United States Supreme 
Court refused to grant a rehear- 
ing of Finnegan's petition for a 
writ of certior which the 
court had turned down without 


jan opinion Oct. 12. 


Under the terms of the man- 
date filed in the court of United 
States District Judge Rubey M. 
Hulen, in which Finnegan was 
convicted by a jury, the former 
collector must surrender him- 
self to the United States marshal 
within the next 30 days to begin 
serving his sentence. 

Finnegan’s attorney, Morris 
Shenker, told the Post-Dispatch 
he would file a petition with 
Judge Hulen asking for recon- 
sideration and modification of 
the sentence. This would ap- 
pear to be the last legal step 
open to Finnegan. 

At his trial, Finnegan was 
found guilty of accepting $5000 
from the Warwick Hotel Co. for 
his services, while an officer 
of the United Sta.es Govern- 


iment, in helping the hotel own- 


ers collect a $40,000 claim from 
the Coast Guard. 

He also was convicted in a 
second count of receiving $3000 
from American Lithofold Corp. 
for helping that firm obtain 
$565,000 in loans from the Re- 
construction Finance Corpora- 
tion. He was acquitted on three 
counts charging acceptance of 
bribes.

Edwin M. Clark Gets St. Louis 
Award, Led Two Civic Projects 


Southwestern Bell Head

Edwin M. Clark, president of 
Southwestern Bell Telephone 
Co., received the 1953 St. Louis 
Award yesterday “for his lead- 
ership in developing the greatly- 
needed St. Louis master traffic 
control plan” and “for effective 
and enthusiastic guidance of the 
victorious plaza bond election 
campaign.” 

The award certificate, citing 
“his vigorous efforts in the publie 
interest which have, by example, 
stimulated a growing community 
spirit,” was presented to Clark 
in a brief ceremony in Mayor 
Raymond R. Tucker's office at 
City Hall.

MOSCOW, Nov. 13 
Soviet Foreign Minister V. M. 
Molotov, in a rare press confer- 
ence tonight, accused the Big 
Three western powers of block- 
ing a foreign ministers’ confer- 
ence. 

He restated a Soviet demand 
that if such a conference can be 
held it must include Red China 
and deal first and foremost with 
“measures for reducing inter- 
national tension.” 

Molotov charged President 
Eisenhower was wrong in claim- 
ing the latest Soviet note to the 
West “manifested no intention to 
get together but an intention to 
create more difficulties.” 

One question from a Western 
correspondent was whether 
Premier Malenkov would take 
part with President Eisenhower 
and Premiers Churchill and 
Laniel in a meeting of heads of 
states. 

Molotov did not directly an- 
swer. He said such a confer- 
ence could “not be just a matter 
of speaking about a conference 
but it is also important to es- 
tablish the aims of such a con- 
ference.” 

He said that was his answer 
and did not elaborate -further. 

Molotov repeated the Soviet 
view that China is an indis- 
pensable partnér to discussions 
on reducing international ten- 
sion. He said the United States 
must recognize this. 

Afterward the Big Four — 
Russia, the United States. Brit- 
ain and Frarce—could take up 
the question of settling the Ger- 
man problem, which he also de- 
clared was essential to easing 
international tension and safe- 
‘guarding the secur'ty of Europe. 

Molotov asserted that on the 
contrary the Soviet Union was

“It is not necessary,” the 
Senator said, “that the citizen 
name specifically the refugee or 
orphan whom he desires to spon< 
sor if the assurances are other- 
wise adequate. . 

“In other words, a citizen who 
may desire to sponsor a farm 
worker may fill out the assur- 
ance indicating the nationality, 
age and type of farm worker 
whom he desires to sponsor with- 
out naming any individual.

The professed zeal for law enforcement of 
Attorney General Brownell and his subordinates 
in the Department of Justice was made to look 
like so much window dressing in the charge by 
Chief Judge George H. Moore to one of the two 
United States District Court grand juries here. 

In more than three months, said Judge Moore, 
almost no moves have been made to bring to 
light and to punish labor racketeering, violations 
of the election laws, tax frauds and the scorning 
of civil service regulations in appointments and 
promotions in the Internal Revenue Service. 


Judge Moore did not blame the grand jurors 
for this serious inactivity, nor did he scold 
United States District Attorney Harry Richards. 
Quite the contrary. He did not name Attorney 
General Brownell, but he certainly left the 
blame at the Brownell door. 

a . * 

Judge Moore asserted that he had asked the 
Department to give the necessary help to the 
federal prosecutor and the jurors in St. Louis. 
But the appeal was in vain. Only two FBI 
agents have been assigned to the racketeering 
investigation and both men have been busy on 
old cases. 

Many matters had been started by the old 
grand jury, but it has not been in session since 
July 28 whem the second jury was impanelled, 
and the latter jury had come together only 
three days prior to hearing this new charge, 
said Judge Moore. He had hoped, he said, by 
the device of the two juries to avoid the expense 
of going over unfinished business. More impor- 
tantly, he had hoped to avoid the possibility 
that the statute of limitations might nullify 
some investigations. 

Judge Moore’s assertions were an echo of the 
charge made in Kansas City last week by James 
W. Connor of the St. Louis Crime Commission. 
Connor said the surface of labor racketeering 
had barely been scratched here. He also said 
that the Attorney General had ignored requests 
from citizens and officials for help in a genuine 
cleanup. 

*. * - 

Perhaps the people now in the Department of 
Justice in Washington do not know about Judge 
Moore. Maybe they believe that they do not 
have to bother about him, That would be a 
most indefensible attitude for the Department 
to take toward any federal judge, but to act 
that way toward Judge Moore is downright 
dangerous. Somebody in Washington ought to 
look up his record. Somebody ought to learn— 
and without much delay—that Judge Moore, 
who went after Democratic Attorney General 
McGrath in the KRinnegan case, is not inclined 
to let justice dangle in mid-air. 

He has reminded the grand jurors of a half-a- 
dozen serious fields of law violations. He has 
instructed them to renew their appeal to Wash- 
ington for investigative help. And he has asked 
the jurors to let him know what manner of an 
answer comes back. 

The record of the last week makes it very clear 
that Attorney General Brownell is spending a 
lot of time combing the Department of Justice 
records for subjects for political speeches. Judge 
Moore’s charge to the grand jury makes it 
equally clear that Mr. Brownell is not attending 
to some of the highly important business of his 
exalted office. 

What a perfarmance for an able, energetic, 
highly intelligent man who was originally looked 
on as one of President Eisenhower's main re- 
liances in the Cabinet!

The Press Secretary's Foresight 

James C, Hagerty, President Eisenhower's 
press secretary, deserves the gratitude of the 
country for his foresightedness in connection 
with any grave emergency that might require 
the President and his official family to take 
refuge in an air raid shelter. 

Mr. Hagerty, in reviewing the plans for such 
a possibility, noted that no arrangements had 
been made for the press to be represented. He 
foresaw that a presidential statement to the 
press from the emergency scene itself, a radio 
recording of the President’s words or a news 
photograph of him and other high officials could 
be a great and important reassurance to the 
American people. 

Accordingly, as Mr. Hagerty related in his 
address at the Globe-Democrat’s dinner for the 
Sigma Delta Chi convention, the White House 
press secretary told Mr. Eisenhower that the 
emergency plans were incomplete in this hith- 
erfo overlooked aspect. The President author- 
ized Mr. Hagerty to work out the necessary 
details. Now the press, radio and television all 
are represented at all times on a pooled basis in 
the plans for coping with a grave emergency. 

We all fervently hope that no such crisis ever 
comes, but if one does, the press must be there 
to inform the nation. Mr. Hagerty is to be 
credited with constructive foresight.

A second member of the President's Inter- 
governmental, Relations Commission has indi- 
cated he does pot need to do any studying 
before reaching some drastic conclusions.

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Several Meanings for Freedom 

The executive council of Sigma Delta Chi, 
professional journalistic fraternity which is 
meeting in St. Louis, spoke out strongly for 
freedom of information when it adopted a report 
suggesting action along several lines. 

In common with other organizations repre- 
senting the press, the council urges passage of 
legislation guaranteeing public inspection of 
government records in the 26 states which now 
lack such laws. It would prohibit secret meet- 
ings of public officials, and vigorously criticizes 
censorship at all government levels. A series of 
“freedom of information clinics” to be presented 
by undergraduate chapters is proposed. 

All of which is fine. We trust that in their 
devotion to freedom of information the under- 
graduate and professional members of Sigma 
Delta Chi will remember that much more than 
freedom from external restraint or censorship 
is involved. To perform its historic function, 
a free press must not only have access to news

but the courage and meas tyes Aan print and 
interpret it. In addition to from gov- 
ernment censorship it must be free of censorship 
by its own predilections or political bias. The 
liberty which is its cherished right must be 
fought for, lived for and, by the responsible

Sigma Delta Chi can dedicate itself to no 
nobler cause than freedom of information—to 
that full and meaningful freedom which gives 
the press its right and its duty to participate in 
the democratic process, 
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Mr. Truman Should Speak _ 

Harry S. Truman makes a strong constitu- 
tional case for declining to answer a subpena 
from the House Un-American Aetivities Com- 
mittee. Since the Committee, under pressure 
from Republican leaders, had already postponed 
the hearing, and since President Eisenhower 
had stated his oppositian to it, that phase of the 
matter has probably naw been settled. 

But a great deal else has not been settled, 
and we believe that the former President owes 
the country a full, frank statement of all the cir- 
cumstances surrounding the case of the late 
Harry Dexter White. If Mr. Truman can prop- 
erly object to giving that statement to a con- 
gressional committee, still he should give it to 
the public. His statement that he does not nec- 
essarily intend to keep silent is encouraging. 

Attorney General Brownell, who first said that 
White “was known to be a Communist spy by 
the very people who appointed him”—that is, 
by Harry Truman—has now backtracked a long 
way. The knowing advancement of a proved 
spy would certainly be disloyalty, but Mr. 
Brownell, following the President's lead, now 
says he did not mean to impugn Mr. Truman's 
loyalty, 

Mr. Brownell has also ceased to charge that 
Mr. Truman knew about White's “spying’’ be- 
fore he appointed him to the monetary fund. 
The charge now is that he knew about White 
after the appointment but before confirmation 
by the Senate. Actually Gov. Byrnes himself 
is “satisified” that Mr. Truman would have 
stopped confirmation had it been possible. 
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Mr. Truman should clear up this point and he | 


should also clear up the stories being told by 
reported former associates of his that White 
and other officials of suspect loyalty were kept 
in the Government by agreement with the FBI, 
so that they could be watched for any sign of 
espionage activity. This story, if confirmed, 
would make Mr. Brownell’s charges more fan- 
tastic than ever. 

If Mr, Truman should speak out so, of course, 
should Mr. Brownell, He has not yet proved 
the most basic point of all—that White was in 
fact an established spy, as he has charged. 
There is something absurd in the spectacle of 
the Jenner committee solemnly quizzing Harry 
Vaughan about what he could not remember 
without ever calling upon the Attorney General 
to document the accusations which started it all. 

The House committee, however, has invited 
him to appear, and he has accepted for “some 
future time.” May the time be not too long 
delayed.

Elpidio Quirino by better than two to one in 
unofficial vote eounts. Apparently he carried 
with him all eight-of his Nationalist party can- 
didates for the Senate, and also won cantrol of 
the House. 

But neither the victory nor the surprising 
proportion of it seemg as important as the way 
in which it was won.. For the biggest question 
before the election was simply whether it would 
be honest and free of intimidation and violence. 

In past elections, Filipino officials showed 
that while they had learned democratic forms 
under American tutelage, they also were mas- 
ters in ways to distort democracy. The ruling 
party, with its governors, constabulary and 
election officials, was generally, willing to per- 
petuate itself in power. . 

No such attempt was ‘made this time. It is 
to the evérlasting credit of President Quirino 
that he gave his people fujl freedom to vote 
him and his Liberal party out of office. 

This was the cleanest, most honest election 
which the Philippine Islands ever experienced, 
as Mr. Magsaysay himself said. And he added 
that the outcome assures “that our free institu- 
tions wil] survive and flourish.” 

Those insfitutions are now in the hands of a 
vigorous patriot dedicated to democratic reforms 
and friendship with America. But neither 
Filipinos nor Americans wil] forget that this 
legacy was left by President Quirino.

An Editor Defies the Vigilantes

| Young New York editor says going before McCarthy group is to 
be “catapulted into realm of madness”; doubts even, inquisitors

James A. Wechsler, Editor of The New York Post, in His New Book, 
“The Age of Suspicion” (Random House) 


James A. Wechsler, who in his col- 
lege days was a member of the Young 
Communist League, has been a militant 
opponent of Communism and its ag- 
gressive methods for many years. Mr. 
Wechsler was summoned before the 
McCarthy investigating subcommittee 
last April and grilled secretly with the 
press not admitted. He described the 
experience as an attempt to intimidate 
the press and. invoked the vigilance of 
the American Society of Newspaper 
Editors. 

I have thought about Arthur Krock’s 
explanation (in The New York Times) 
that my two-day appearance before the 
McCarthy committee was inconsequen- 
tial because I am still alive and func- 
tioning. 

Despite all I have written, it is not 
quite possible to communicate the quiet 
horror of examination by McCarthy. I 
have no wounds to exhibit; I write 
what I please about McCarthy. I bear 
every external resemblance to the per- 
son I was a moment before the tele- 
phone cal] from Washington. But I do 
not commend the experience to any- 
one else; I fear for 
those who may be 
called before him 
who do not happen 
to be editors of 
newspapers and 
thus cannot fight 
back. And I am sad- 
dened by those in 
responsible posi- 
tions—in Govern- 
ment and the press 
—who keep invent- 
ing reasons for 
avoiding a quarrel 
with the man, 

There are mo- ' 
ments when each. James A. Wechsler 
man is alone with himself; he knows his 
weaknesses and his failures, his vanities 
and his follies. But these are endurable 
discoveries; they are real, they have 
rational roots, they are explicable. 


Methods of the Primitives 


But no mément can be much more 
hideous than ‘that in which your own 
estimate of yourself i¢ alleged to be a 
case of mistaken identity; when you are 
charged with harboring the doctrine 
that you long ago renounced; and; 
worst of all, when you know that the 
men who are making the charge do not 
believe what they are-saying. To be 
catapulted into the realm of madness 
without losing one’s own reason is a 
rough journey. — 

And most important of all 1s the re- 
turn trip. For aberration is infectious. 
The crucial thing is to avoid succumb 
ing to an irrationality as great as the 
one you have left. 

The Communists say that McCarthy- 
ism is proof that there is no terrain 
where the liberal may still stand with 
dignity and honor. But this is as de- 
lusive as the notion that a man cannot 
combat Communist tyranny without 
joining hands with the despots of the 
Right. There are no inevitabilities: no 
“locomotives of history,” no “waves of 
the future.” 


Intelligence Defeats a Menace 
Frightened men are forever telling 


us that the time for reflection is past. 


Senator McCarthy’s followers assert 
that only the methods of the primitives 
can save us, and that it no longer mat- 
ters how many cruel injustices are com- 
mitted and how many falsehoods spoken

it were impossible for rational men to 
use their minds in defending their lib- 
erties. 

These are rival absurdities of the 
age of suspicion. Democracy cannot 
protect itself by losing either its soul 
or its sense. We did not become totali- 
tarians in a world-wide war against 
fascist tyranny; no categorical impera- 
tive decrees that we must choose be- 
tween madness and submission now. 
To combat the underground infiltration 
of Communist saboteurs and espionage 
agents we primarily need effective coun- 
ter-intelligence; to combat the fraudu- 
lent ideological thrust of world Com- 
munism we need, it seems to me, cool 
human intelligence. 


Threat of Know-Nothingism 


In the long run, only panic can defeat 
us. The panic of those who say that 
McCarthy’s political vigilantism has 
rescued us is often matched by’ the ter- 
ror which prompts others to say that 
McCarthy has already destroyed the 
republic. Neither proposition is valid. 

I should hardly be tempted to mini- 

mize the danger McCarthy has done, 
and perhaps what I fear most is the ero- 
sion of those values of fairness and 
mercy which we have so long treasured. 
The spread of know-nothingism is cur- 
rently our gravest domestic threat. But 
the battle is far from over; it has, I 
think, just begun. And it will not be 
won by men who are so distracted by 
the McCarthy danger that they dismiss 
the external challenge of Soviet im- 
perialism. 
* This is, in essence, the parallel of the 
MeCarthy hoax; for what he and like- 
minded men have done is to distort all 
reality by picturing the bedraggled 
American Communists as far more men- 
acing than’ the massive Soviet power, 
and by identifying with the Communists 
all those who reject McCarthy’s intoler- 
ant version of history. 

The right to be wrong is an ancient 
democratic liberty; like the Soviet 
prosecutors, the McCarthyites would de- 
fine as treason anything that they re- 
gard as error. 

In any contest with despotism, free- 
dom is ultimately our greatest strength. 
The vision of America as a refuge of 
liberty and justice has won us esteem 
in the world; men who despoil that 
vision may lose us the comradeship of 
millions who yearn for liberty. 


‘Free Thought Will Not Perish’ 


Those who say it is too late for civil- 
ized men to confront complex problems 


‘thoughtfully are society’s eternal under- 


graduates to whom all human conflict is 
a kind of wild football game. They al- 
ways minimize democracy’s resources 
and grow frantic when it fails to score 
the first touchdown or is penalized for 
taking too much time in the huddle. 
But at critical moments in the past 
the processes of freedom have survived 
all the counsels of desperation; there is 
no justification for a national loss of 
nerve now. 

Morris Raphael Cohen, the beloved 
philosopher, wrote nearly 20 years ago: 
“When the Communists tell me that I 
must choose between their dictatorship 
and Fascism, I feel that I am offered 
the choice between being shot and be- 
ing hanged. It would be suicidal for 
liberal civilization to accept this as ex- 
hausting the field of human possibility. 
I prefer to hope that the present wave 
of irrationalism and of fanatical intol- 
erance will recede and that the great 
human energy which manifests itself in 
free thought will not perish. Often be- 
fore, it has emerged after being 
swamped by passionate superstitions. 
There is no reason to feel that it may 
not do so again.”

Between Book Ends 


Back to the State Fair 


RETURN IN AUGUST, by Phil Stong. {Doubledey 

& Co., 256 pgs., $3.) 

Twenty years ago it was when Phil 
Stong went to the State Fair up in 
Iowa and there met Pat Gilbert and 
put him in a “State Fair’ of his own. 
Last August Pat, with Phil tagging 
along, went back for another look, Pat 
with the purpose to find Margy if he 
could and Phil to tell about it. You 
remember Margy. She was a girl you 
couldn't easily forget. Neither could 
Pat. Did he find her and, if so, what 
happened? Wouldn't you like to know? 
Phil Stong tells on page 256 of “Return 
in August,” which happens to be the 
last page of the book. Putting it off 
that long is an author’s privilege in the 
interest of good old suspense. It is no 
part of a reviewer's province to tell it 
sooner. 

Pat Gilbert in the meantime had 
worked himself up to a job as a big 
shot writer on a magazine called “Lark.” 
Margy, he suspected, had worked 
herself out as a 
farmer's wife. He 
was right, up to a 

. point. Only she had 
m wound up as a 
farmer's widow; 
the tony kind. That 
could be a clue as 
to what happened 
when Pat went back 
to the fair, but not 
J, necessarily. It took 
Pat and Margy un- 
til the last night of 
the fair to find out. 

Pat took along a 
young  photogra- 
pher. In the first 
half of the book, which is somewhat dis- 
cursive, there’s a lot of snappy dialogue 
between the city slickers on a bucolic 
assignment. The second half, where 
the suspense comes in, is a tighter piece 
of writing, more like what Stong did in 
“State Fair.” ‘ 

For the customers who like young 
lovers best there’s a quickie romance 
between the young picture shooter and 
Margy’s daughter, Betty, 18 years old, 
which ends up with their taking off for 
New York and the Little Church 
Around the Corner, for Betty has no 
taste for pickles and pigs. There’s no 
betrayal of the author in telling that 
much because it was a cinch when 
Luigi Ranucci, one-eighth Italian, put 
off from New York with Pat that the 
boy would marry Margy’s girl if she 
had one, which she had, a dead ringer 
for her Ma. Margy herself, it might be 
observed, though she was crowding 40, 
was still mighty good to look at. It 
was something that Pat observed when 
at last he got a chance. That, too, 
might be a clue, but not necessarily. 

Up there in Iowa the old folks say, 
in their quaint way, the State Fair 
ain't like it used to be. The fair may 
be as good as it used to be, if not bet- 
ter, but the old folks, plagued with 
nostalgia, just can’t see in the new the 
glamour of the old. It is that way with 
Phil Stong’s new “State Fair.” As it 
lives again in. his “Return in -August,” 
it ain’t quite like it used to be either. 

It is an _ interesting experience, 
though, returning in August to “State 
Fair,” even if it isn't quite the same. 
Phil Stong had his work cut out for 
him when he sat down to do something 
better than “State Fair,” .or as good. 
The “State Fair” of 20 years ago was 
something hard to beat or even equal.

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ALLIES TO FREE 


TRAVEL BETWEEN 
EAST, WEST REICH 


Western Officials: Be- 
lieve Move Will Put 
Soviets, Red Germans 
on Spot. 


BONN, Nov. 13 (AP) — The 
three Western occupation pow- 
ers have decided to permit free 
travel between Communist East 
Germany and West Germany, 
Allied officials said today. 

A note to the Soviets announc- 
ing this step is now being 
drafted by the Allied High Com- 
mission, they said, for delivery 
to Soviet High Commissioner 
Viadimir Semyenov within a few 
days. 

The Allies will abolish the re- 
quirement that East Germans 
must possess interzonal passes 
to cross the Iron Curtain fron- 
tier into West Germany. 

Simultaneously, the West Ger- 
man government will abandon 
the requirement that East Ger- 
man travelers must have tem- 
porary residence permits before 
they can cross the frontier, the 
officials said. 

The East German Communist 
government still requires inter- 
zonal passes for travelers from 
West Germany. The Russians 
on Nov. 6 handed control of 
these passes over to the East 
German government. 

_ What effect the Allied deci- 
sion will have on travel between 
East and West Germany—unless 
the East German government 
also abandons its travel restric- 
tions—is an open question. 
Western officials agreed, how- 
ever, that the Allied move will 
put Russia—and the East Ger- 
man Communists—on the spot. 

Russia has been urging rival 
West and East German govern- 
ments to negotiate the question 
of eliminating travel controls. 
The Allies replied that the four 
occupation powers set up the 


that only they can end it. 

They called the Soviet pro- 
posal a move to force the West 
Germans to deal with the East 
German government which Bonn 
authorities decline to recognize 
as a legitimate government. 

Meanwhile, Walter Ulbricht, 
Communist party boss of the 
Soviet Zone, has returned from 
four weeks in Moscow and may 
have brought with him the key 
to the future of divided Ger- 
many. 

The Government announced 
yesterday that Ulbricht, as dep- 
uty, would sit in for East. Ger- 
many’s Prime Minister Otto 
Grotewohl, who started a 
month's vacation. 


TWO BOYS START 
PLANE AND SMASH 
INTO TWO OTHERS 


Fascinated by the wild biue 
yonder, two small would-be 
pilots revved up an airplane on 
the East Side yesterday and ran 
smack into trouble. 

The youngsters, 12 and 13 
years old, both from St. Louis, 
slipped into a three-place Piper 
Cruiser at Lakeside Ajirport 
near Granite City and slept 
there all Wednesday night. 

Awakening at 6:30 a.m. yes- 
terday, and undeterred by a 
dense fog, they got the plane 
started, taxied at 40 miles per 
hour into two parked planes. 
The whirling prop did $1500 
damage. Their plans: to do some 
flying for “adventure.” 

They were turned over to 
their parents by juvenile au- 
thorities. Omar Midyett, owner 
of the airfield, said apparently 
they had learned operation of 
the controls from observation 
around the airport. He said he 
didn't discourage youngsters 
from hanging around the airport 
because they “were the pilots of 
tomérrow.” 


STATE DEPT. SAYS 
RED CHINA TRADE 
_BAR WILL REMAIN 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 13 (UP) 
—The State Department said 
flatly today there is no plan to 
relax the embargo on trade with 
Red China. 

State Department spokesman 
Henry Suydam made the state- 
ment in commenting on remarks 
made in Detroit by C. B. Thomas, 
president of Chrysler Export 
Corp. Thomas said yesterday 
there is a “good possibility” that 
American automobiles may be 
sold to Red China in the foresee- 
able future. Thomas said the 
Commerce Department recently 
started a study of the possibility 
of regulated trade with China. 

Suydam emphasized that he 
spoke only for the State Depart- 
ment. 

“There is no plan to relax the 
embargo on trade to Communist 
China,” he said. Commerce De- 
partment spokesmen agreed with 
Suydam’s statement that no such 
relaxation is in prospect. 


SPRAGUE QUITS 6.0.P, POST 
OVER RACE TRACK SCANDAL 


ALBANY, N.Y., Nov. 13 (UP) 
—J. Russel Sprague resigned to- 
day from the Republican Na- 
tional Committee because of 
criticism of his holdings. in a 
scandal-racked race track, but 
Gov.

PLANET MERCURY 
TO CROSS FACE OF 
SUN TOMORROW 


A transit of Mercury—a celes- 


tial phenomenon that takes 
place on an average of every 13 
years — will occur tomorrow 
morning but will be of little in- 
terest to anyone except profes- 
sional and amateur astronomers, 
Edward M. Brooks, president of 
the St. Louis Amateur Astro- 
nomical Society, announced to- 
day. 

The smallest planet in the 
solar system and the closest one 
to the sun, Mercury will start 
across the sun’s face about 9:37 
o'clock and will complete pas- 
sage by 12:12 p.m. Because its 
diameter is only 3000 miles, 
compared with the sun’s 864,000 
miles, it will be visible only 
through telescopes. 

No one should attempt to look 
at the sun through a telescope 
or other optical aid unless it is 
equipped with a sun filter, since 
permanent blindness can result, 
Brooks warned. ! 

The last transit of Mercury, 
seen in some parts of the United 
States, occurred Nov. 11, 1940, 
but the last one seen every- 
where in this country was in 
1894. Tomorrow's phenomenon 
will be visible (through tele- 
scopes) throughout the nation.

NEW YORK, Nov, 13. 

HERE has never been anything quite so pas- 

sionate as the subway alumni of Notre Dame 

unless possibly it’s a Dodger fan. A subway 
alumnus, as I suppose you all know, is a guy 
who has never been 
within 1000 miles 
of South Bend but 
who still feels 
Notre Dame is his 
team.

journey either to 
t h e Century - Ma- 
rine theater in the 
far reaches of 
Brooklyn or the

Notre Dame has been the greatest thing to 
happen to these theaters since double features. 
For one thing Saturday afternoon in the movie 
theater dodge has always beén sacred to the 
small fry who pour in at 30 cents a head. For 
Notre Dame, the management charges $1 for a 
seat on the main floor and $1.50 for the balcony 
where you can smoke—and is doing a turnaway

AND NOT ONLY is the box office thriving. 
As everyone knows, your movie theater owner 
is up to his ears in the popcorn and peanuts 
and soda pop business, which loom larger in his 
calculations than Ava Gardner these days, and 
the subway alumni are wonderful popcorn and 
pop imbibers. In order to give a kind of 
footbally twang to the proceedings, the Cen- 
tury-Marine theater brought in a caterer to sell 
hot dogs one weekend, He made more money 
on food than the theater on theirs so he’s never 
been invited back. 

The behavior pattern of a football fan at 
theater TV has not quite solidified, falling 
roughly halfway between that of a _ theater 
patron and a normal guy at a stadium. The 
guys yell and cheer just as they would in the 
stands but you hear a lot more applause, a 
theater reaction, than you would at a football 


game.

THAT IRRESISTIBLE but curious impulse 
which makes everyone leap to his feet on a 
long run operates in a theater at about half 
strength. The subway alumnus will leap to his 
feet, then suddenly remember where he is and 
sit down again. When the cheerleaders are 
going through their gyrations, the theater fan 
yells along with them—but raggedly and a little 
self-consciously—where out in a stadium he'd 
be velling his lungs out 

There’s never the slightest doubt, though, 
which side the crowd's on. They're for Notre 
Dame and they don't care who knows it. If 
you'd dropped in on the Notre Dame-Navy game, 
you'd have heard loud cheers for Navy misplays 
as well as for Notre Dame’s good ones. When 
Notre Dame did badly—as, for example, a 
missed point after touchdown—the theater was 
clamorous with silence. 

At the end of the first half, as the curtain 
drew to a close, the announcer declared: “It 
seems to be established that Notre Dame is the 
No. 1 team in the country.” One of the fans, 
going up the aisle, stopped abruptly and bel- 
lowed a correction: “No. 1 team in the woild!”

The following week 
receipts jumped $14,000 and they’ve been going 
up ever since. And, of course, the popcorn 
business is terrific. During the first game, the 
theater management kept TV on during inter- 
mission with interviews and comment. Now 
they turn it off and draw the curtain so the 
folks can get at the popcorn machines. Also 
the theater sells them tickets for the following

Solid Sentiment 

HE third film version of Edna Ferber’s Pulitzer Prize 

novel, “SO BIG,” at the AMBASSADOR THEATER, is 

solid, sentimental stuff with a remarkably fine per- 
formance by Jane Wyman as Selina De Jong. 

Miss Wyman, as a champion of beauti- 
ful thoughts and the soul-satisfying virtues 
of hard work and fierce independence in 
a hard-shelled community of Dutch truck 
farmers near Chicago, does a thoroughly 
convincing job all the way. From her 
first naive, fresh-faced start as a school 
teacher who had been thrown on her own 
when her wealthy father died, through the years of wrin- 
kling toil as a farmer's wife to a dignified and prosperous 
old age when her chief concern is to keep her grown son 
from the pitfalls of a too-easy success. The sincerity and 
depth of her performance, her ability to let her thoughts 
and meaning shine through her face, is impressive. Sterling 
Hayden is well cast as the awkward, stubborn and slow- 
witted giant of a husband. The rest of the company is 
quite adequate. 

The net result is absorbing, often touching. I was 
struck, however, by a certain patness in the contrasting of 
the rectitude of hard work and achievement, as represented 
by Selina and the old meat packer, and of the cleverness 
of the social parasites of the younger generation as repre- 
sented by Selina’s son, Dirk, and by the packer’s grand- 
daughter. There is a stern line between the whites and 
the blacks of the workers, the architects, artists and com- 
posers on the one hand and the promoter and bright super- 
salesman which young Dirk has become, on the other, 
which impressed me as slightly smug and irritating. After 
all Selina herself began her long climb up from poverty 
when she was peddling vegetables from door to door by a 
fortuitous meeting with an old school chum whose father 
had grown wealthy in packing; it doesn't specifically say 
so, but I imagine the connection helped her considerably 
in her later sales of fancy vegetables. 


Just Third String 


There are some fairly interesting football sequences 
in “THE ALL AMERICAN,” at the FOX, which isn't sur- 
prising in that the producer, Aaron Rosenberg, the di- 
rector, Jesse Hibbs, and eleven of the football players 
and coaches are said to be former All- 
Americans. These include the rotund 
Herman Hickman, former coach at Yale 
University, and Tom Harmon, who appears 
in his real-life role of a radio sports an- 
nouncer. 

However, off the gridiron the plot fs 
an obvious moth-eaten play that is thrown 
for a loss every time it starts to function. Tony Curtis is an 
All-American quarterback from a school which practically 
supports a professional football team. He transfers to a 
college something like Yale, where he learns about tradi- 
tions with a capital T and playing the game like a gentle- 
man and all that. There are such obstacles to baffle him 
as the snobbish son of the wealthy school trustee, and get- 
ting in trouble at the local pub over a blond waitress whom 
the producers quite obviously if mistakenly regard as an- 
other Marilyn Monroe. Tony’s biggest sacrifice for his art 
is to have several inches of those luxurious curly locks cut 
off so he can look more Joe College. 

If they persist on doing romantic college football stories, 
why not “Stover at Yale”? Otherwise, I'd rather see the 
newsreels of the spectacular moments of the week's big 
games, or a revival of that Marx Brothers classic where, 
in the midst of a football huddle, Quarterback Groucho 
says, “Don't look now, but isn’t that the chemistry prof’s 
wife with the dean in the fifth row?” 


Child's Operation

A N anesthetic gimmick for surgery in children re- 


lieves their fears and terrors, though it certainly has 

its limitations. That is the use of pentothal as a rectal 
enema while the child is in his bed in his room. It puts 
him to sleep and he usually doesn’t remember going to 
the operating room or the operation. 

This is a great improvement over the methods for- 
merly used of taking a wide-awake and terrified child 
down the hospital corridors and into the operating room 
with its strangeness and terrors. To a child, it is particu- 
larly strange and mysterious, and, consequently, terrifying. 
All the people covered with sheets, even their heads. The 
polished metal table and equipment. The mask swooping 
down over your face with its smothering vapor and 
strangling feeling before you go to sleep. Such is the 
way it more often used to be.

NOW IN SOME CASES a pleasant nurse comes into 
the child’s room and gently gives him a little enema. It 
doesn’t hurt. Soon he is fast asleep. When he wakes up, 
he is safely in bed, though with a hurting throat if the 
tonsils were removed. No terrifying memories bother him. 

Pentothal is the same barbiturate anesthetic used in 
the vein for some surgery. It can be used inthe rectum 
because it’ goes into the blood stream from there speedily 
and reliably, unlike its action by mouth. 

This procedure of putting the child to sleep in his 
room before surgery definitely has its limitations. Like 
any other anesthetic, it has its dangers. Only physicians 
specially trained in this specialty should prepare the solu- 
tion and watch over the child, because they can forestall 
some of the dangers and are alert to the others. It keeps 
the child asleep longer after the operation. Thus more 
specially trained nurses are needed on the ward to pro- 
tect these sleeping children and prevent their choking 
or inhaling fluids that may well up in throats. This means 
more expense.

NO ONE ANESTHETIC is the miracle sleep producer 
for all surgery. Though the rectal anesthetic before going 
to surgery does lessen the child’s emotional upset, it can’t 
always be used. It is a useful procedure in many cases. 

However, it would be cruel to substitute this for an 
explanation to the child of what is going to be done to 
him. Most children deserve a careful build-up for their 
operation, even though it is minor. Sensitive and fearful 
children especially need explanations before going to the 
hospital and before being put to sleep for the operation. 
Otherwise, they will feel betrayed by their parents. Their 
confidence in parents and doctors takes a terrific beat- 
ing if they aren’t told in some way what is going to happen. 

Put yourself in the child’s place. Your whole world 
is a house and two wonderful people you call mom and 
pop. They take you for an automobile ride to a big 
strange building with odd noises and strange smells. You 
go to bed in the daytime when you should be getting up. 
Some man in white thumps your chest. Everything is 
topsy-turvy. 

But mom or pop squeezes your hand and says every- 
thing will be all right. A pretty woman gives you an 
enema. The next thing you know, you wake up in the 
same bed with a terrifically sore throat. You can't 
swallow easily. You don’t feel good, Everything is not 
all right. Would you be inclined to believe anything your 
parents said for a long time thereafter?

Some Pointers 
On Insulation 


Of a House 


By Hubbard Cobb 


E spent a happy afternoon 
W tie other day just sitting 

while a man who knew 
about all there is to know about 
house insulation explained about 
all you’d ever want to know on 
the subject. 


Among the various things he 
said about home insulation was 
that when it became moist it 
lost a good deal of its insulation 
value and when it settled it 
wasn't as effective as before it 
settled. 


Insulation can become moist 
through leaks in roofs and walls. 
It can also get wet from leaks in 
water and heating pipes or 
through condensation on cold 
water pipes. 

It’s a good idea to check the 
insulation in the attic (if it’s ex- 
posed) just to be sure that there 
are no wet patches. 

Insulation can also become 
moist through the absorption of 
water vapor. The best guard 
against this is proper installation 
and adequate venting of attics. 
A vapor-proof barrier on the 
warm or room side of the insula- 
tion will also help. 

Insulation on attic floors will 
often settle from the slight vi- 
bration of the house structure, 
As it becomes more compact it 
becomes less efficient. The best 
remedy here is just to apply a 
fresh top coat of insulation over 
the old. 

As a general rule, three to 
four inches of insulation on the 
attic floor are about right. Any- 
thing more than this is not sav- 
ing much additional heat and 
anything much less is definitely 
allowing heat to escape from the 
horse,

committed myself to a 
theory that seemed to be borne 
out by customs that were fol- 
lowed in my grandmother's 
household. Mrs. Mafy M, De- 
Merell of Charleston, S.C., dis- 
agrees. 


She believes that cupcakes 
were so named not because they 
were baked in teacups, generally 
handle-less, but because old- 
fashioned recipes for cake called 
for one cup of butter, two cups 
of sugar, two cups of flour, etc. 
She may be right, but I have 
not been able to find a recipe 
of this type in my very old cook 
books. 


There is a recipe for.“Indian 


Cupcakes” that calls for half» 


cornmeal and half flour. These, 
however, are measured by the 
pint, as is the buttermilk which 
also goes into them, The direc- 
tions call for baking them in tea- 
cups. The result would seem 
more like a muffin than a cake. 


There isn’t a great deal of dif- 
ference between a rich muffin 
and a plain cupcake. Muffins 
require less sugar than a cake. 
Since the mashed sweet yams 
and currants used in this recipe 
are so sweet in themselves, the 
muffins might pass for cupcakes. 


Sometimes I wish that we fol- 
lowed the custom of weighing 
our ingredients, as most Euro- 
pean cooks do. This is much 
more accurate than measuring. 
The old-fashioned pound cake, 
a recipe for which has been re- 
quested, calls for weights. If you 
have scales, use them if you wish 
to be absolutely sure of results.

Currant Yam Muffins. 

Ingredients: One and three- 
fourths cup sifted flour, 1 tea- 
spoon salt, 2 tablespoons firmly 
packed brown sugar, 3 teaspoons 
baking powder, one-half cup 
currants, two eggs (well beaten), 
three-fourths cup milk, one No. 2 
can yams (drained and mashed) 
or one and one-fourth cups 
mashed, cooked fresh yams, one- 
fourth cup melted butter or mar- 
garine, 

In a bowl, sift together flour, 
salt, brown sugar and baking 
powder. Add currants. In an- 
other bowl combine eggs, milk, 
yams and butter or margarine. 
Add yam mixture to dry ingredi- 
ents and mix only until ingredi- 
ents are combined. Turn dough 
into well-greased two-inch muf- 
fin pans about two-third full, 
and bake in hot oven (450 de- 
grees F.) 35 minutes, Yield: 12 
two-inch muffins. 


Pound Cake, 


One pound (4% cups) sifted 
cake flour, one-half teaspoon 
salt), ohe pound (two cups) but- 
ter (softened), one pound (2% 
cups) sugar, 10 egg yolks (well 
beaten), 10 egg whites (stiffly 
beaten), two tablespoons brandy 
or one-half teaspoon nutmeg. 

Mix and sift flour with salt. 
Cream butter, add sugar slowly, 
and cream until fluffy. Stir in 
well-beaten egg yolks. Fold in 
stiffly beaten egg whites. Fold 
in flour. Stir in brandy or nut- 
meg. Beat vigorously four min- 
utes. Bake in two greased six- 
inch tube pans, in slow oven (300 
degrees F.) about 55 minutes, or 
in two 84-inch loaf pans, lined 
with greased wax paper, about 
one and one-half hours. Cool and 
frost as desired. Yield: Two cakes.

Of 
course, he cannot tell why he felt the parental atmosphere 
of worry. But the father’s and mother’s ill temper, con- 
stant bickering and show of impatience, though concealed 
as well as they were able, upset the child. 

Disturbed feelings and cantankerous dispositions leak 
through the deepest silence. Indeed, silence on such occa- 
sions often speaks more clearly than words. It may con- 
vey to the child dislike, resentment, etc, It is not always 
necessary to speak for the children to understand that 
something is wrong.
